A RECORDING company 
is putting out records of in¬ 
structions for survival in 
fallout shelters, and it is 
reported more than half a 
million sets have been sold 
in only a few weeks. 

In that same period the 
Los Angeles County super¬ 
visors began consideration 
of a plan for a bond issue of 
$400 million to tunnel under 
schoolgrounds and build big 
community shelters, a con¬ 
ference of state officials in 
San Diego pondered fallout 
problems and there is agi¬ 
tation in practically every 
community in California for 
fallout shelters. 

At missile launching sites 
we are building mammoth 
caves, 200 feet or so under¬ 
ground, in which multi-mil¬ 
lion dollars missiles can 
stand on end, to be brought 
up and fired if needed, 
though everybody sincerely 
hopes they never will be 
fired. 

Wonder if, finally, the 
greatest survival problems 
won’t be how to survive the 
taxes. 


A torrential downpour of around three inches of pelt¬ 
ing rain brought serious weekend damage to Sierra Madre 
and Hastings Ranch mountainside areas. 

Homes, streets, swim pools and cars in the recent fire- 
swept regions, particularly Skyland Dr., Churchill Ave., 
and N. Auburn in Sierra Madre, and Pasadena Glen and 
Old Ranch Rd. in Hastings Ranch were rain and mud- 
swept. 

In some spots, notably at the Skyland Dr. and Canyon 
Crest junction and on N. Auburn in Sierra Madre, and in 
Pasadena Glen — these were closed to the public — mud 
and silt were several inches deep. 

Mud from the mountain directly at the rear sloshed 
through the kitchen of the Thomas Andrews home at 800 
Skyland Dr., thence into the living room, badly damaging 
floor coverings and furniture, including a valuable grand 
piano. 

RUNOFF TORRENTS car¬ 
ried six inches of mud onto 
the Skyland Dr. - Canyon 
Crest intersection. 

Department of Public 
Works employes worked 
continuously from Friday 
night through Saturday and 
Sunday to scrape the mud 
and silt from the streets. 

Three feet of mud gathered 
about the N. Auburn reser¬ 
voir. A swim pool in the hill 
area was filled with mud. 

The H-irold Spears home 
at 825 51. Auburn and the 
J. H. Maddox home on the 
same street were threatened 
for a time, but fortunately 
escaped serious damage. A 
fence below the N. Auburn 
reservoir was swept away. 

Gale L. Hersey on Church¬ 
ill Rd., using heavy wooden 
barricades, reinforced the 
debris dam near his home, 
successfully protected his 
residence from damage. 

THE SUMMIT of Mtchil- 
linda Ave., near the Pasa- 
dena-Sierra Madre line, con¬ 
sidered a trouble zone, 
escaped serious damage, the 
rain and mud sweeping 
down the east side of the 
canyon there. 

Robert A. Carrier’s home 
at 182 Mira Monte, suffered 
severe damage from the 
mud which rammed up 
against his garage. 

For a spell 75 homes in 
Pasadena Glen were threat¬ 
ened by mud slides. The 
County Fire Department sent 
road crews and tractors to 
clear mud from blocked 
storm drains there. 

Numerous rock and mud 
slides occurred on Chantry 
Flats which was closed to 
traffic. 

SEVERE LANDSLIDES 

took place in N. Santa Anita 
Dr., in Arcadia, near the 
border lines with Sierra 
Madre. 

City Administrator Law¬ 
rence C. Bevington was in 
communication Monday and 
Tuesday with the County 
Flood Control District offi¬ 
cials with a view of having 
the debris dams hearabouts, 
now filled with mud, clean¬ 
ed out preparatory to possi¬ 
ble future rains.

“A 10-megaton H-Bomb explosion over Los Angeles 
would immediately ignite everything within a radius of 
25 miles,” declared Dr. Halton C. Arp Nov. 28 at a public 
meeting sponsored by the Sierra Madre Democratic Club 
in the Sierra Mesa School. 

“Within minutes the en¬ 
tire Los Angeles Basin and 
watershed would be aflame. 

The resultant firestorms are 
the single most devastating 
effect of a thermonuclear 
blast and are the one danger 
against which no currently 
considered protective device 
seems adequate,” he added. 

Dr. Arp, a staff member 
at Mt. Wilson Observatory 
who received his Ph.D. in 
astronomy and physics from 
the California Institute of 
Technology, based his fact¬ 
ual presentation on a report 
entitled “The Effects of Nu¬ 
clear War” published by the 
Special Subcommittee on 
Radiation of the Joint Con¬ 
gressional (Holifield) Com¬ 
mittee on Atomic Energy in 
1959. 

"THIRTY-FIVE PER CENT 

of the effective energy re¬ 
leased by a surface or low 
altitude H-Bomb explosion 
is thermal or heat energy 
while 50 per cent, is blast or 
shock energy. Our knowl¬ 
edge of such instantaneous 
firestorms is limited, but at 
Hiroshima the firestorm 
lasted six hours with winds 
to 30 mph and temperatures 
of 1,000 degrees Fahrenheit; 
an incendiary raid on Ham¬ 
burg created firestorms ap¬ 
proaching 2,000 degree Fah¬ 
renheit with winds over 100 
mph lasting two days dur¬ 
ing which most occupants 
of normal shelters were suf¬ 
focated or roasted to death.

“Blast effects would de¬ 
molish all multi-story brick 
and masonry buildings 
within a radius of seven 
miles and all good frame 
buildings in a radius of nine 
miles within 10 to 15 sec¬ 
onds after detonation. With¬ 
in ten miles blast pressures 
could throw a 160 pound 
man 22 feet through the air. 
Properly constructed blast 
shelters could protect from 
blast effects everyone be¬ 
yond four miles from ground 
zero. 

"LIKEWISE WE CAN pro¬ 
tect ourselves from short 
term radiation or fallout, 
which comprises less than 
10 per cent of the energy re¬ 
leased, with fairly simple 
earth, masonry or metal 
shelters, assuming we sur¬ 
vive the blast and firestorm 
effects,” he explained. 

Dr. Arp concluded by not¬ 
ing first, that the above de¬ 
scribed effects were based 
on an assumption made by 
the congressional committee 
that a probable minimum 
attack on the United States 
would be 1500 megatons 
with a single 10 megaton 
bomb allocated to Los An¬ 
geles, and second, that the 
actual Soviet capacity of at¬ 
tack is in excess of 20,000 
megatons or 15 'times the 
assumed minimum.
